A Number of Responses to 
Saturday's Charity Appeal. 


Many Ladies in Carriages Visit 
the Scenes of Distress. 


An Excellent Plan of Systematic 
Charity Suggested by a Lady. 


Abundant Relief Already Secured for 
the Few Cases Which the Post-Dis- 
patch Mentioned, but the Good 
Work is Hardly Begun Yet, and 
Hundreds of Sufferers Yet Wait for 
Help. 


Curiously enough, one of the first responses to 
the appeal made by Saturday's Post-Dispafos in 
behalf of the suffering poor came from the stable 
men on Broadway who afe usually referred to as 
“horse-sharks.” Early yesterday morning they 
sent toCapt. Huebler of the Third District an en- 
velope contaiuing $10 30 tobe distributed among 
the cases referred to. Not long afterward 
aN gentieman called at the same 
police station and left $8 as his individual contribu- 
tion. Close on his heels came a well-known com- 
mission merchant, who left $5 with the Captain, 
stating that this was to be used in relief of other 
sufferers than Mrs. -Rome. In explanation, he 
added that he had just called 
at Mra Rome’s hovel and given her as 
sistance, with the request that whenever 


she was in need of food she should cali on him at 
his store. ‘Two other gentlemen called and left one 
dollar each. 

The ladies—God bless them—came out early and 
catne out strong. Carriage after carriage stopped 
at the Third — District Police Station 
to inquire where the sufferers whom the 
Post-DispatcH described could be found.

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A DOUBTFUL SUCCESS. 


The Inauspicious Opening of the New 
Orleans Fair. 


Exhibitors and the Management at Logger- 
heads-—Inadequate Accommodations for 
Visitors—A Great Lack of Transit Facili- 
ties—The Big Show Critically Viewed. 


Special Correspondence af the Post-Dispatch. 

Nsw Orizans, December 21.—Now that the 
World's Exposition is open—as, by the decree of 
the management and upon the official word of his 
Excellency, fhe President, it undoubtedly is—it is 
of no small interest to Northerners who propuse to 
honor it with their presence to know to what ex- 
tent itis open, not only to the public, but to criti- 
cism as well. Director-Gieneral Burke, in his speech 
of presentation to the management, made only in- 
cidental feference tothe great objection that has 
been urged against the enterprise by visitors and 
home people alike; the tardiness which, for some 
reason or another, has made itself apparent at this 
critical epoch of the great fair's history. He said 
thatthe Exposition people had been ready fora 
month past; their doors had been opén and their 
tables spread, and that if there was any delay it 
was no fault of theirs, whosever it might be. It is 
openly hinted by many that this utterance of Major 
Burke's was intend wo be construed in a Picxwickian 
sense, or, as they say down here, ‘for laguiappe.” 
The same persons pretend to have authentic infor- 
mation as to certain defects in the roof of the main 
building, upon which great sumsof money have 
been lavished in a vain effort to keep out the rain 
and protect the goods of exhibitors from ruin; that 
this is the real reason why the Exposition was not 
allowed to upen December 1, and why, now that it 
is opened, so great a proportion of the exhibits are 
uot in place. 

How much truth there is in these charges it would 
not be easy to determine. But, from whatever 
cause, it isa palpabie fact that the visitor who wants 
to see the New Orleans Exposition inits entirety 
had better stay at home for several weeks to come. 
If be were here now the chances are that he would 
be inthe way of the workmen, who with bammer 
and saw areat work inevery cranny of all the 
buildings: of the laborers engaged upon the grounds 
and of the gardeners who, even yet, are setting out 
trees and plants all over the grounds. [If he insists 
ou coming, however, he will be only one of a legion, 
for the city is constantly crowded tothe very limit 
ofits apparent capacity. Il say its apparent capa- 
city, because

in the mafter of its ability to accommodate guests. 
Her population, by a liberal estimate, is 300,000, and 
she has nearly as many houses as even New York, 
with five times the number of inhabitants. The in- 
ference plainly isthat ina warm climate people 
don't sieep twoin a bed, when they can belp it. 
W hatever the true theory may be, though, it is cer- 
tain that aimost every one is taking Exposition 
boarders to the iimit of his or her capacity. 

A vast majority of these houses are remote from 
the Exposition park—some of them as much as six 
miles—aud out of this circumstance arises the most 
giaring defect of the situation, viz: alack of suffi- 
cient and sufficiently rapid transportation. The 
bob-tail car following inthe wake of an uncertain 
and wholly inadequate mule straggies over the de- 
vious routes that iead from Canal street to the park. 
The tracks are crooked and worn with excess of 
travel. The schedule time is a matter of form and 
is never niade. Nearly every one misses bis car, and 
those who don't wish they had before the end of 
the trip, Several less disagreeable alternatives are 
already in existence, however, and several others 
are proposed.

Under this 
reduction the company struggled along until Phi 
deiphia was reached. The expenses here have bee 
heavy and the receipts smali, and consequently the 
company finds itself at a standstill. The financia 
backer of what Mr. Warde terinus “the enterprise” 
is Mr. Weed, a hardware manufacturer of Cohoes, 
N. ¥. He is reported to be weaitiy, but of late it is 
said he has suffered somewhat from the gen- 
eral depression in business. Mr. Warde and his 
company are stili in this city ange, * develop- 

“We bave telegraphed to Mr. Weed,” he 
said, ‘‘and he has replied that he is unable to come 
to Philadelphia at present, but has maiied instruc- 
tions. These we will receive to-morrow. If he for- 
wards money to pay the salaries that are due oun 
‘lbuesday, and to l.quidate our liabilities, we will at 
ounce coutinue our tour. If Mr. Weed bas no money 
the company will be compelled to disband.”
